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Once a public housing apartment 
building is converted under 
RAD/PACT (or is transferred to the 
new holding company under the 
Blueprint scheme), public housing 
residents can no longer receive the 
protections of the Revised Consent 
Decree in the Baez class action mold 
case against NYCHA. Other rights will 
also be lost. This is what Mayor Bill de 
Blasio wants, and this is what NYCHA 
is admitting to in Federal Court. 
NYCHA residents will no longer be 
guaranteed speedy repairs, like the 
replacement of indoor or rooftop air 
exhaust systems to remove excess 
moisture that can cause the spread of 
toxic mold. Unbelievably, through 
conditions of Mayor Bill de Blasio's 
own making, NYCHA is trying to claim 
in Federal Court that they are no 
longer obligated to comply with the 
Fair Housing Act! This is 
unacceptable ! NYCHA residents are 
already suffering economic and legal 
hardships from RAD/PACT, and 
NYCHA predicts more of the same 
under the Blueprint. 
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BILL DE BLASIO WANTS TO 
USE RAD/PACT AND THE 
BLUEPRINT TO END ALL OF 
NYCHA's OBLIGATIONS TO 
PROVIDE PUBLIC HOUSING 
RESIDENTS WITH SAFE AND 
SANITARY HOUSING. 


BUT THERE IS HOPE ! 


President Joseph Biden is expected to 
support for a comprehensive 
infrastructure bill to put America back 
to work and to end the racial 
disparities in our society. It is 
expected that the infrastructure bill 
will contain long, over-due funding for 
the backlog of capital repairs to public 
housing. This expectation was set by 
legislation introduced by U.S. Rep. 
Nydia Velazquez to do just that and 
by public remarks made by HUD 
Secretary Marcia Fudge, calling for 
more funding for HUD. As a result, 
what we need to do is unite and 
demand a moratorium on RAD/PACT 
conversions and to abandon the 
Blueprint scheme. We need to give 
President Biden enough time to save 
public housing, and he can do it. We 
just have to demand that Mayor de 
Blasio back off from his reckless plan 
to destroy NYCHA in his final year in 
office. The Black Lives Matter 
movement has shown that protests 
can work. The full-funding of public 
housing can be considered 

a downpayment on reparations for 
centuries of discrimination. We can 
win, but we must be united ! 
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
